Contract  Is 
Let  For  New 
STC  Library 

Kansas  City  Firm 
Bids  Low;  Board  of 
Regents  Holds  Meet 

The  J.  E.  Dunn  Construction  com¬ 
pany  of  Kansas  City  was  awarded 
the  contract  for  the  construction  of 
the  new  library  building  on  the  Col¬ 
lege  campus,  it  was  announced  re¬ 
cently  by  President  Uel  W.  Lamkin. 
The  company,  whose  base  bid  was 
$122,240  submitted  the  lowest  of  five 
bids  by  various  construction  com¬ 
panies. 

Earlier  In  tho  year  the  Dunn  com¬ 
pany  was  contracted  to  build  the 
new  Horace  Mann  training  school 
building  which  has  been  under  con¬ 
struction  between  the  Administrat¬ 
ion  building  and  gymnasium  since 
last  January  1, 

Consider  Five  Bids 
Considering  five  bids,  the  College 
board  -  of  regents  met  with  George 
Blowers  of  Jefferson  City,  state  pur¬ 
chasing  agent,  Sept.  1  in  the  office  of 
.  President  Lamkin.  representatives 
from  the  following  construction 
companies  were  submitted  to  the 
.board:  E.  C.  Childers  Construction 
company,  Kansas  City;  E.  H.  Law- 
hon  Construction  company,  St.  Jos¬ 
eph;  Duncan  Construction  company 
and  the  Winn  Senter  Construction 
company. 

The  new  building  wil  be  construct¬ 
ed  with  state  funds  and  funds  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Public  Works  Admin¬ 
istration. 

Bids  for  the  building  were  opened 
the  morning  of  Sept.  1  and  were 
read  in  public.  In  addition  to  basic 
bids,  alternate  bids  were  read  for 
wiring,  plumbing  and  other  depart¬ 
ments  of  construction. 

Located  On  College  Drive 
Walter  Boschen,  St.  Joseph  arch¬ 
itect,  drew  the  plans  for  the  two- 
story  building  which  will  be  175  feet 
by  80  feet.  The  structure  will  be  loc¬ 
ated  on  College  drive  between  -the 
Administration  building  and  Resid¬ 
ence  Hall,  dormitory  for  women. 
Approximately  120,000  volumes  will 
be  contained  in  the  library. 

Contained  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
building  wil  be  a  periodical  room, 
study  room,  seminars,  museum,  text¬ 
book  stack  room,  stack  room,  storage 
rooms,  librarian’s  office,  work  rooms 
and  mens’  and  woiriens’  rest  rooms. 
The  second  floor  will  contain  a 
large  reading  room,  stack  room, 
work  room,  catalogue  room,  seminar 
and  mens’  and  womens’  rest  rooms.

NYA  Boys  Break 
Ground  For  New 
Housing  Projects 

The  breaking  of  ground  the  latter 
part  of  August  began  operations  on 
the  N.  Y.  A.  housing  project  on  the 
College  campus,  a  project  which  ul¬ 
timately  will  result  in  the  construct- 
:  lon  of  a  dining  hall,  a  recreation  hall 
[  and  mens’  dormitories. 

About  seventy-five  boys  from  all 
over  Missouri  were  working  during 
August  on  the  N.  Y.  A.  project  locat¬ 
ed  Just  west  of  “The. Pines”  and  on 
the  south  of  Memorial  Drive.  The 
boys  arrived  here  the  first  of  August 
but  were  unable  to  begin  the  housing 
.unit  until  supplies  from  Jefferson 
City  arrived  the  latter  part  of  the 
month.  In  the  meantime,  work  was 
done  on  other  campus  projects. 

Engineers  for  the  NYA  said  that 
they  desired  to  finish  one  dormitory 
an  quickly  as  possible  to  provide  a 
place  for  the  boys  to  stay  while  the 
I  remainder  of  the  buildings  are  be¬ 
ing  erected.  The  boys  were  housed 
during  August  Jn  the  College  gym¬ 
nasium,  and  received  their  board  at 
[the  Residence  Hall  dining  room. 

Mr.  Tad  C.  Reid,  superintendent 
of  operations  at  the  College,  is  gen¬ 
eral  supervisor  of  the  housing  pro¬ 
ject.  Fred  Lewis  of  Maryville  is  in 
charge  of  the  personnel  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  contingents  as  they  come  into 
Maryville, 

J.  J.  Stratton  of  the  NYA  office 
at  Jefferson  City  is  representing  the 
government  in  the  project,  and 
Lloyd  Grigsby,  project  engineer  from 
the  Jefferson  City  office,  is  also  here 
in  an  official  capacity. 

Boys  who  are  taking  part  in  the 
program  enrolled  in  classes  at  the 
Administration  building  the  first  of 
this  week.

Students  who  enrolled  for  the  fall 
term  the  first  of  this  week  received 
copies  of  the  new  Student  Handbook, 
a  publication  of  the  College  Student 
Senate  which  was  last  spring  re¬ 
vised  by  a  committee  composed  of 
Clara  Lippman,  Paul  Strohm  and 
I  Edith  Wilson. 

The  new  Handbook  differs  from 
the  old  in  content,  size  and  color. 
Much  more  material  concerning  the 
College,  its  history,  ideals  and  tradit¬ 
ions  as  well  as  information  concern¬ 
ing  the  various  local  organizations 
is  contained  in  the  new  book  which 
was  this  summer  printed  by  the 
Maryville  Forum  Print  Shop. 

Bound  with  a  tan  and  green  cover, 
the  size  of  the  new  book  is  four  in¬ 
ches  by  six  inches.  The  old  book  was 
green  In  color  and  was  smaller  in 
size. 

Included  in  the  new  book  is  a 
College  calendar  for  1938-39,  the 
“Alma  Mater,”  greetings  from  Pres¬ 
ident  Lamkin,  history  of  the  College, 
traditions  of  the  College,  a  section 
on  the  Student  Government  Assoc¬ 
iation  which  includes  a  complete 
copy  of  the  new  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  as  adopted  by  the  student 
body  last  year  and  awards  and  loans 
funds. 

Student  living  standards  and  reg¬ 
ulations  for  social  affairs  and  re¬ 
gulations  pertaining  to  organizat¬ 
ions.

The  book  is  not  merely  a  sum¬ 
mary  or  review  of  other  authors. 
Each  aspect  of  the  student  personnel 
program  is  treated  from  ‘the  most 
forward-looking  standpoint  possible. 
The  authors  Have  attempted  to  out¬ 
line  clearly  their  ideas  concerning 
the  most  important  questions  which 
leaders  in  the  field  of  higher  educat¬ 
ion  and  student  personnel  work  are 
asking. 

“A  Student  Personnel  Program 
for  Higher  Education”  is  published 
in  New  York  City  by  the  McGraw- 
Hill  Book  Co.,  Inc.  It  was  off  the 
press  this  summer,  Dr.  Smith  said.
